Numismatists Auction 
Collecticm of Old Coins 



Further Sales 
Will Dispose of 
Remaining Stock 

On Friday, November 7, the 
McGIIl Philatelic and Numismatic 
Society held an auction sale for the 
disposal of some of the ^Id coins 
acquired in the Mile of Pennies 
Campaign through contributions 
from outsiders. One hundred and 
ten coins, constituting approxi- 
mately one-fifth of the society's 
aggregate coin stock to be . sold, 
were disposed -of through the 
auction. . Four dollars and thirty- 
die cents was realised from the sale. 

No individual coin was sold for 
a higher pripe than twenty-five 
cents, although higher 'bids were 
made for one James II shilling. 
There is some doubt as to the 
authenticity of this coin, since it is 
dated 1690. two years after the 
death of James II. Sale of this coin 
will be postponed until an official 
investigation has been made and a 
decision has been made as to the 
discrepancy in dates. Sale of a 
George III half-crown dated 181B 
was also delayed until such time 
as it can be officially valued. 

The remaining four-fifths of the 
coin collection, including these two 
coins, will, be sold at auctions to 
be held by^the Society in the near

Esqaimaa Life

A mounted musk-ox is at present 
on display In the Redpath Library 
as-'the feature -of an exhibition 
showing . the ; history, range and 
value of this -animal. The specimen 
Is the gift of Mr.- A. J. Alexander, 
of Montreal. 

Also on exhibition Is the 170- 
year-old diary of Samuel Hcarne, 
printed under the UUe. "Journey to 
the Northern Ocean." The' diary 
contains a detailed account of the 
life and habits of the musk-ox, 
which Hcarne observed on his ex 
pedltlon down the Coppermine 
River. 

The theme of the exhibition is 
the dependence of the Esquimaux 
on the Riusk-ox. -This animal sup- 
plies the natives with meal and 
clothing, and they also utilize the 
bones and horns to provide them- 
selves with' hunting and domestic 
equipment. The exhibition is imple- 
mented by a display o( objects 
concerned with i the Esquimau's 
daily life— snowshdà, sleds, knives, 
fire-drills, and a stone-stove. These 
latter objects were lent by the 
McGill Ethnological Museum. 

The exhibition, which will con- 
tinue until .the end ^ of the month, 
has been planned particularly for 
students of history, zoology, anthro- 
pology and sociology.,- . '

Sylvia Fat Kennedy, L.Mus.,' soprano, and 
Joseph Babory, L.Mus;, violinist, both gave 
very creditable performances In their recital 
last Friday evening. The recital was given In 
the McGUI Conscrvatorlum, where both these 
musicians are studying. 

Miss Kennedy's solos ranged from arias to 
the most lyric of licdcr. It was In the latter 
that she was most at ease, although all her 
numbers were treated with discretion and care. 
Her voice, hoWever, lacks volume, and she 
could hardly measure up. to tho requirements 
of the heavier of her songs. The tone of her 
voice is appealing, and well placed. Both her 
diction and her Interpretation were excellent 
Miss Kennedy's essentially lyric voice showed 
to best advantage in Wolf's "Das verlasscnc 
Magdlein" and Roger's "Virgin's Slumber Song." 

Miss 
Kennedy was accompanied by William Stevens 
whose work was sympathetic and excellently

Joseph Bàbafy played four numbers, and 
was very clearly most suited to those where' 
the need of a skilful technique Is paramount 
His technical accomplishments were so pro- 
nounced as to make his interpretation and ex- 
pression appear a 4rifle neglected. 

Babary appeared to best advantage in Tar- 
tint's "Devil's Trill Sonata" and Paganlnt's 'Two 
Caprices," in which he was ablo to demonstrate 
his technical skill.'

Undemocratic, ' undigniiied, 'and 
disgusting are the only words that 
aptly describe the actions of a 
small group of women who pelted 
the British ambassador, Lord Hall- 
fax, with tomatoes and eggs during 
his recent visit to Detroit 

Morcoevr, this group of women 
have the gall to style themselves as 
"the Mothers of America." I am 
sure that the real mothers of thi.i 
country are shocked by the actions 
of the demonstrators and by tho 
audacfty of this group claiming to 
represent them. Such. actions cer- 
tainly would not be condoned by 
the isolationist leaders of this 
country and it is surprising and 
alarming to find mothers engaged 
in such demonstrations. 

Perhaps their cause of isloation- 
ism is just, but this typo of protest 
Is not only futile but very wrong.

CIVIL RIGHTis

Our democratic state is at war. 
Its safety is endangered. The Can' 
adian people through their Govern< 
ment arc faced with the task of 
dealing with saboteurs and thoie 
who weaken our war effort It is 
also faced with the task of preserV' 
ing the inalienable rights of its 
citizens. To deal with saboteurs our 
Government has put the Defence of 
Canada Regulations into operation; 
to deal with civil rights it is rely 
ing on the good sense of the Can- 
adian people, atid the discretion of 
our police force and the Govern 
ment itself. / 

That the Defence Regulations are 
an effective method of dealing with 
saboteurs no one will deny. That 
steps in this direction wore faeces- 
sairy all of us in support of our war 
effort will agree. That these régula 
tiens provijie the best apparatus for 
dealing with saboteurs, with a min- 
imum of infringement upon our 
civil right is another question.

It seems that the Government has 
been reluctant to consult the good 
sense of the Canadian people. We 
believe that this' has been an un- 
necessary and dangerous precaution 
of our Government. 

Would toleration of our historic 
system of tribunals weaken our war 
effort? Has such been the ease in 
Britain? We believe that the in 
dulgenee of our Government in 
these traditional British rights 
would increase enormously the pub- 
lic trust confidence, and faltb In 
our Government and in otir war 
effort 

Our Government has been pre 
sumptuous. The English war mcas 
ures act is in force for but one year. 
Its renewal each year offers oppor- 
tunity for criticism of the statute 
and all enforcements under it dur 
ing the year, and provides oppor 
tunity for the amendment of the act 
itself. Such an automatic opportun- 
ity does not exist in Canada. 

There exists no effective organi 
zation, in Canada, for the consult- 
.Ing of the good sense of the. Can' 
adian peoplcMr. Lapolnte' has said 
in Parliament that if ho has to 
choose between individual hearsay 
and police evidence he will choose 
the latter. If tho facts in cases were 
publicized this might still apply. 
But in the present setup this state 
.ment of Afr. Lapointe's might be 
evidence of a dangerous situation. 
Unless there exists an organization 
for consulting the Canadian people, 
we do not know that police and 
Government actions hâve been dis- 
creet Such a situation , coitld.be a 
breeding ground for the worst kind 
of disregard for human rights. 

As our newspapers are not full of

With the approach of winter, 
football Is gradually being pushed 
out of the headlines. It wlU not be 
very long before Molson Stadium 
will feel the last bite ot cleats, and 
will only call to mind the memory 
ot a very imique season. Only twice 
was a major Canadian football game 
staged, while the rest of the time 
was divided among Intercompany 
games, the' odd exhibition game, 
high school games, and English rug- 
ger.

There was considerable eon- ' 
slderable controversy over the 
unlimited interference rule, 
which was given a gala exhibi- 
tion at the Stadium, In lut Bat- 
'nrday's high sobool ally champ- . 
loBshlp. Although it has been . 
universally adopted ,ln the 
school leagues, and Is the es- 
. senee of the American game, 
' our own Doug. Kerr Is reported 
to be strongly against It. Aot- 
iiaily, It only serves to raise the 
average score of one game, im- 
proving It only from the spect- 
ator's point of view, but there 
have been many crowd-pleaalng 
teams developed without It 

<• ♦ « 

The Canadian game depends a 
great deal oti interference as well, 
in getting the plej^s started; but 
onctf past the line of scrimmage, the 
ball-carrier Is entirely on his own. 
With unlimited interference, larger 
gains are possible from the average 
line play. Therefore, passing plays 
have to be relied upon to open up 
the game. As the. average passing 
attack loses momentum if liséd too 
frequently, Canadian coaches have 
had to work harder to replace open 
field Interference. At McGill, Kerr 
has spent much time on the exten- 
sion end run, which is still quite 
rare below the border, but which 
has become the most spectacular 
play In our own game. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

The American teams do bavtf 
the disadvantages to overcome, 
of the mie'againat movement 
by the backtlelders nntil the 
ball is snappedi This plaees a 
limitation on the number, ot 
fake plays that can be executed, 
and on the space that can be 
covered laterally. But, although 
on fair-days, the Canadian game 
can produce much exciting play 
in Its own way, in a crucial 
game or on a muddy day, when 
the • qaurterback bas leruples 
aralnst tossing the ball around 
recklessly, and his team Is far 
from thé goal line, he begins to 
feel that tbls dlsadvaotago nn- 
known to bis game, would be 
more than overcome by unlim- 
ited Interference. He would be 
able to hope tor a long runbaek 
of a kick, or could feel sure 
ll^at his backfielders eonid 
break through the line (or mere 
than the odd yard. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

We well remember the days when 
a valiant Red team would spend the 
most part of the last quarter. In 
marching the length- ot the field by 
three and five-yard jumps. The at- 
tack bogged down before they 
could score a touchdown, and they 
had to be content with three points. 
And Just before the end of the 
game, when they had to play safe, 
they could npt move the ball out of 
danger by straight line play,' a 
blocked kick deep in their own ter- 
ritory lost the game. Unlimited in- 
terference might have speeded up 
their previous march, or gained' 
them more ground when the oppos- 
ing defence became more compact 
In the shadow of Its own poats,/or 
given them à chance to niove the 
ball out of their own territory in 
the final stages ot the game.
